Prompt ac- 
ion by th« British naval and consular 
authorities, backed up by the Ameri- 
an consul, brought about a reconcil- 
atory settlement of the affair.

ous Plankingtoh Bank case, and the 
6e,-era language.of the supreme court 
upon his decision in that case cut him 
deeply.

Booker T. ITnslilngton Talks on Knee 


X>e volopiuci 11. 


Lansing, Mich., June 16.—Booker T. 


Washington delivered the address ot 
the commencement exerciseb at the 
Michigan agricultural college. Presi- 
dent F. L. Snyder conferred the cie- 
.grees. 
Prof. Washington, who is nt 


the head of an industrial institute at 
Tuskegee, Ala., said in part: 
For a 


number of years I have tried to advo- 
cate the advantages of industrial train- 
ing for the negro, because it starts the 
race off on a real, sure foundation, and 
not on a false, deceptive one. Ifrom 
the beginning of time agriculture has 
constituted the main foundation upon 
-which all races have grown useful and 
strong. 
In the present- condition of 


the negro race it is a grave error to 
lake a negro hoy from a farming com- 
munity and educate'hiTO about every- 
thing, in heaven 
and earth, educate 


him into sympathy vita everything 
that has no bearing upon the life of 
-the community to which he should re- 
turn, and out of sympathy with most 
that concerns agricultural life. 
The 


result of this process is that In too 
-many cases the boy thus trained fails 
-to return to his father's 
farm, but 


takes up Ms abode in the city and 
•falls in too- many cases into "the temp- 
tation of trying to live by his wits, 
\vithowt honest 
productive 
employ- 


ment. But would yon confine the ne- 
Sro to industrial life; to agriculture, 
for instance? No, but I would teach 
the race that 
here the foundation 


must be laid, and that the very best 
service which any one can render to 
what'is called the higher education is 
So teach the present generation to pro- 
vide a material or industrial founda- 
tion."
